WARNS OF DANGER

Sees Russian Counter-Revo-
lution Unless Different
Elements Are Reconciled

FACE GRAVE SITUATION

MOSCOW, Aug. 29.

The specter of A ocounter-ravolution in
Russia was Invoked today to persuade
widely split slements to reconclla thalr dif-
ferences in Russin’'s natiorial conference.

The speaker was M.' Orekhoff, ohief
gpokesman for the rallrond employes. He
tnok the Workmen's and Soldiers' delegates
sternly to task for Imagining that every
step proposed by the Cadets was & reac-
tionary step. Hae declared, however, that
if n counter-ravolution dld come he and
hin fellow rallrond employes “would ses that
it falled” by tylng up meuns of communi-
catlon In the country.

“Thern Is no doubt a counter-revolution
Is growing,” he declared. “If the ravolu-
tionary leaders do not take action we rall-
roud men, by strikes, will see that the move-
ment fails."

Orekhoff'a speech wWas N severse arralgn-
ment of thea Workmen's and Soldlers' dele-
gaten, He expresaed the fear that a ghadow
hutig over the whole conference, because
tha Workmen and Soldlers saw In every
oppositien to thelr plana “the shadow of
returning reactlon.” He blamed them for
